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The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  Rural  District — of 
St  +Germans 


Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  has  been  the  case  for  many  years,  changes  in  the  population  of  No.  7.  Health 
Area  were  relatively  small  and  insignificant  in  19 64.  Small  reductions  in  St. 
Germans  R.D.  and  Liskeard  M.B.  were  offset  by  small  increases  in  the  other  four 
County  Districts,  resulting  in  an  overall  increase  in  the  Health  Area  population 
from  50,340  in  19 63  to  50,820  in  1964* 

The  corrected  birth  rate  showed  a  further  increase  to  18.8  per  1,000, of 
population  which  again  brought  it  above  the  national  rate.  Still  births  at 
11  were  identical  with  last  years  figure,  and  the  rate  here  was  below  the  national 
rate.  Deaths  at  674  were  below  the  1963  figure,  but  the  corrected  rate  per  1,000 
of  the  population  was  slightly  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  excess  of 
live  births  over  deaths  wa.s  90.  For  the  third  successive  year  there  were  no 
maternal  deaths.  The  figure  for  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  up  on 
the  1963  figure,  but  the  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  still  fractionally  belo w 
the  national  rate.  Of.  the  15  infants  who  died,  7  failed  to  survive  the  first 
critical  week  of  life  and  a  further  3  lived  less  than  four  weeks. 

In  1962  I  commented  briefly  on  rate  of  illegitimate  births  in  the  Health 
Area  which  in  that  year  represented  5*6  per  cent  of  all  live  births,  and  had  not 
increased  noticeably  above  the  average  for  the  previous  13  years.  In  1963  the  rate 
fell  slightly  to  5.4&  tut  in  1964  there  was  a  sharp  increase  to  8.1%.  The  62 
illegitimate  births  registered  meant  that  one  child  in  every  twelve  born  started 
life  with  this  social  handicap. 

Of  the  674  deaths  registered  in  1964  heart  disease  was  responsible  for  271, 
strokes  caused  120,  and  111  were  caused  by  cancer.  Of  the  defined  forms  of  heart 
disease  that  form  affecting  the  coronary  arteries  of  the  heart  itself  caused  123 
deaths.  Amongst  the  defined  forms  of  cancer  that  affecting  the  lung  and  windpipe 
was  most  prevalent  causing  16  deaths.  Cancer  of  the  stomach  was  almost  as  prevalent 
and  caused  15  deaths.  There  vras  a  sharp  reduction  in  the  mortality  from  breast 
cancer  which  in  1964  caused  only  6  deaths.  Of  those  who  died  during  1964  some  49 
per  cent  had  reached  or  exceeded  the  age  of  75  years  at  the  time  of  death,  whilst 
a  further  27  per  cent  were  between  65  and  74  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  death. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  (  other  than  tuberculosis)  was  very  light 
during  the  year  when  139  cases  only  were  notified.  The  most  prevalent  of  this 
group  of  diseases  was  measles,  of  which  there  were  84  cases  occuring  mainly  in  the 
St.  Germans  and  Liskeard  Rural  Districts.  Of  the  more  serious  forms  of  notifiable 
disease  there  were  two  cases  of  meningitis  and  one  of  meningococcal  infection,  but 
none  of  these  had  a  fatal  outcome  or  serious  after-effects. 

Although  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  other  than  measles  has  tended 
to  decline  in  recent  years  there  has  been  an  increase  in  minor  forms  of  illness 
which  are  almost  certaihly  infectious  in  character.  Of  these  one  of  the  more 
prevalent,  and  troublesome  is  a  type  of  epidemic  vomiting  and  diarrhoea..  This 
appears  to  involve  mainly  children  in  the  lower  school  age  group  i.e.  between  the 
ages  of  5  and  8  years  but  older  children  and  adults  are  by  no  means  immune.  The 
cause  is  not  known  but  is  believed  to  be  a  virus.  The  infecting  agent  may  spread 
through  the  material  vomited,  the  stools,  or  from  the  mouth,  nose,  and  throat  in 
much  the  same  way  as  the  common  cold.  YYhilst  personal  hygiene  is  helpful  in 
limiting  the  spread  of  infection  the  fact  that  much  of  the  dissemination  of  the 
infecting  agent  is  from  the  upper  respiratory  tract  makes  really  satisfactory  control 
virtually  impossible.  Happily  the  disease  is  of  short  duration,  and  not  usually 
severe  particularly  in  children  and  it  represents  more  of  a  nuisance  than  any  real 
danger  to  health.  In  some  older  children  and  in  adults  the  attacks  tend  to  bo  more 
severe.  In  addition  to  this  type  of  epidemic  illness  affecting  the  gastro¬ 
intestinal  system  one  also  hears  of,  and  sees  a  fair  amount  of  vague  influenza  -- 
like  illness,  some  of  which  may  of  course  be  true  influenza  virus  infection,  but 
much  is  probgbly  due  to  a  variety  of  other  viruses  which  have  been  discovered  in  the 
last  decade.  It  is  fortunate  that  most  of  these  infections  are  of  a  mild  nature 
since  most  of  the  drugs  currently  available  for  treating  them  are  not  very  effective. 
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Another  difficulty  in  dealing  with  these  infections  is  the  comparative  lack  of 
facilities  for  isolating  and  identifying  the  agent  resonsi^le.  The  techniques 
and  equipment  for  working  in  the  laboratory  with  viruses  are  still  being 
developed  and  evolving  and  are  currently  available  to  any  extent  outside  the 
larger  laboratories  and  research  centres.  They  will  of  course  eventually  be  made 
available  more  widely,  but  until  this  is  the  case  much  of  our  opinions  must 
continue  in  the  realm  of  speculation e 

If  one  looks  at  a  graph  or  diagram  chart  inf  ' the  incidence  in  this  Health 
Area  of  newly  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  over  the  past  17  years  there  is  no 
doubt  that  a  gradual  fall  in  incidence  is  clearly  in  evidence.  This  overall 
reduction  is  not  lxwcvcr  in  the  nature  of  a  smooth,  and  ccntimuous  downward  gradient 
but  shows  more  of  a  spiky  hill  and  dale  outline.  Thus  a.  year  of  very  low 
incidence  is  frequently  followed  by  a  year  or  two  of  rising  incidence  followed  in 
turn  by  _a  further  fall  in  incidence.  In  1963  the  rate  fell  to  a  new  lav;  level  of 
0,22  per  1,000  of  population,  to  be  followed  in  19 6 4  by  a  noticeable  rise  to  0,37 
per  1,000  of  population.  Of  the  19  new  cases  coning  to  light  during  1964,  no  less 
than  13  were  in  people  aged  4-3  years  or  more.  This  serves  to  reinforce  the  current 
belief  than  the  main  reservoir  of  -tuberculous  infection  is  probably  in  the  middle- 
aged  and  elderly  section  of  the  community,  and  especially  in  males  in  these  age 
groups.  In  such  cases  it  is  not  infrequently  associated  with  and  possibly  masked 
by  the  "English  disease"  -  chronic  bronchitis.  Difficulties  of  diagnosis  are 
aggravated  by  lark  of  interest  if  not  overt  resistance  to  the  diagnostic  facilities 
made  available  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  on  the  part  of  people,  and  more 
particularly  males,  in  the  older  age  groups.  Relatively  low  rates  of  tuberculin 
sensitivity  amongst  12  year  old  schoolchildren  were  again  found  in  1964  when  the 
rate  was  5.1  per  cent  of  507  children  who  had  the  test  applied  and  subsequently 
read.  This  indicates  that  the  majority  of  children  up  to  this  age  are  escaping 
contact  with  tuberculous  infection,  aid  suggests  that  there  is  some  reduction  in  the 
size  and  extent  of  the  pool  of  unknown  tuberculous  infection.  In  this  connection  it 
is  interesting  to  note  that  as  recently  as  1954  children  only  slightly  older  were 
showing  a  positive  reactor  rate  of  14.3  per  cent. 

There  were  three  deaths  attributed  to  tuberculosis  during  the  year.  Of 
these  two  were  chronic  sufferers  whose  diseeLse  had  not  responded  to  a  variety  of 
treatments.  The  other  of  a  65  year  old  woman,  was  only  discovered  as  a  result  of 
an  autopsy  carried  out. 

The  welfare  of  elderly  people,  especially  those  living  alone,  and  those 
living  in  old  houses  and  cottages  lacking  amenities,  continued  to  pose  problems 
and  cause  anxiety.  In  a  great  many  instances  the  Home  Help  Service  did  valuable 
work  in  enabling  old  people  to  continue  to  live  at  home.  This  arrangement  is  not 
only  humane,  but  imposes  much  less  of  a  financial  burden  on  the  general  body  of 
ratepayers  and  taxpayers.  There  are  however  limitations  to  the  extent  and  type  of 
hone  help  which  can  be  provided  to  allow  old  persons  to  continue  to  live  at  hone, 
and  in  such  cases,  and  there  are  many  of  this  type,  the  Only  satisfactory  solution 
is  admission  to  a  County  Council  hone  for  old  people.  In  spite  of  extra  provision 
which  has  been  made  in  recent  years  the  demand  for  places  in  such  homes  still 
outstrips  the  supply  with  the  result  that  waiting  lists,  and  some  system  of 
priorities  in  selecting  people  for  admission  are  inevitable.  At  present  the 
County  Council  provides  sone  145  welfare  places  in  homes  in  this  Health  Area.  Of 
these  74  are  in  Lamellion  Hospital,  Liskeard;,  35  at  Polvellan  House,  Looe  and  3 6 
at  St.  Annes,  Saltash.  The  County  Council  is  under  an  obligation  to  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee  to  vacate  the  accommodation  now  in  use  at  Lamellion  Hospital 
Liskeard,  and  to  replace  the  74  pla.ces  now  available  there,  and  provide  some 
additional  places  it  is  proposed  to  provide  two  48  place  homes  -  one  a.t  Liskeard, 
and  one  at  Callington.  This  new  provision  is  scheduled  for  the  financial  year 
1966/67,  ind  the  provisional  capital,  cost  of  each  home  was  estimated  in  1964  at 
£82,000  or  £1,700  per  place  provided.  Whilst  all  concerned  with  the  welfare  of 
old  persons  would  wish  to  see  more  generous  provision  of  places  in  homes  it  is  an 
inescapable  fact  that  such  provision  represents  a  heavy  financial  burden  on  the 
community.  If  these  difficulties  are  appreciated  and  seen  against  the  larger 
picture  of  demands  for  better  educational  facilities,  more  and  better  hospital 
accommodation,  increases  in  housing  provision,  more  direction  of  resources  into 
the  solution  of  traffic  congestion,  then  those  concerned,  and  their  relatives  may 
be  more  tolerant  of  sone  delay  in  solving  the  problem  of  caring  for  old  persons. 

Recent  outbreaks  of  enteric  fever  in  this  country  have  caused  much  concern  and 
have  underlined  the  need  for  higher  standards  of  food  hygiene.  In  this  field  the 
most  important  and  usually  the  most  faulty  element  is  the  human  food  handler.  It 
is  true  that  nal-functioning,  badly  maintained  equipment  can  harbour  and  spread  food 
poisoning  infection.  In  the  majority  of  outbreaks  of  illness  contracted  from  food 
the  principal  culprit  is  the  food-handler  whose 
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standards  of  personal  cleanliness  are  either  indifferent  or  downright  had.  The 
food  Hygiene  Regulations  require  the  provision  of  adequate  washing  facilities  but 
no  regulation  nor  any  amount  of  normal  reaspnable  supervision  can  ensure  that  a 
careless  employee  makes  use  of  such  facilities.  So  often  the  human  links  in  the 
chain  to  prevent  infection  of  food  are  the  weak  ones  which  fail,  and  set  at  naught 
or  seriously  reduce  the  value  of  good  premises  and  equipment.  In  saying  this  I 
would  not  wish  the  inference  to  be  drawn  that  there  are  no  deficiencies  in  the 
surroundings  and  equipment  associated  with  the  storage,  display  and  handling  of 
food.  The  nost  striking  deficiency  in  the  majority  of  establishments  dealing  with 
food  is  the  absence  or  inadequancy  of  cold  storage  and  cold  display  facilities. 
Refrigerated  display  counters  for  foods  such  as  cooked  meats,  meat  pies,  and  other 
items  of  food  which  are  consumed  without  further  cooking  are  still  conspicuous  by 
their  absence,  even  in  large  stores  where  large  anounts  of  such  foods  are  stocked 
and  sold.  Too  often  one  sees  such  items  displayed  in  windows  or  on  open 
counters  where  they  are  subject  not  only  to  infecting  agents  present  in  the  air, 
and  dust  which  surroundthem ,  but  also  to  the  higher  ambient  temperature  which 
favours  jjhe  growth  and  rapid  nuUplicat ion  of  harmful  bacteria,  and  moulds.  I  feel 
that  in  shops  handling  these  foods,  and  indeed  for  those  selling  confectionary,  and. 
that  noted  West  of  England  delicacy  -  clotted  cream  -  such  provision  is  to  be  regared 
as  something  which  a  good  well-run  food  store  should  not  be  without. 

There  has  not  been  a  great  deal  of  activity  in  the  field  of  local  authority 
housing,  nor  have  any  large  scale  slum  clearance  schemes  cone  forward  during  1 96k. 

The  heaviest  demand  for  Council  house  tenancies  is  found  in  the  urban  districts 
notably  at  Saltash  and  Torpoint,  where  sizeable  waiting  lists  are  the  rule,  the 
position  being  rather  easier  in  rural  areas.  Further  provisions  of  houses  specially 
designed  to  suit  the  needs  of  elderly  persons  has  been  made,  and  there  appears  to  be 
no  difficulty  in  finding  tenants  for  such  dwellings  when  they  are  completed.  Many 
older  dwellings  have  been  saved  from  closing  on  demolition  by  the  operation  of 
improvement  grant  schemes.  Provided  such  houses  are  structurally  sound  reasonably 
free  from  dampness,  and  have  some  space  around  them,  they  can  be  made  into  attractive 
and  comfortable  homes  by  the  expenditure  of  a  fraction  of  what  would  be  required  to 
provide  the  equivalent  in  living  accommodation  and  amenities  in  a  newly -built  house. 
The  extension  of  main  water  supplies,  and  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  into 
rural  localities  has  done  a  great  deal  to  encourage  owners  of  older  properties  to 
take  advantage  of  improvement  grant  schemes. 

The  piped  water  supplied  by  the  East  Cornwall  Water  Board  has  been  of 
satisfactory  quality,  and  has  been  generally  adequate  in  quantity  throughout  the 
year.  Local  difficulties  did  occur  from  time  to  time  due  almost  entirely  to  old 
and/or  inadequate  distribution  mains.  The  Board  is  working  to  a  programme  for  the 
renewal  of  such  inadequate  distribution  arrangements,  but  this  will  have  to  be  spread 
over  a  period  of  some  years,  and  until  it  is  completed  wholly  satisfactory  supplies 
will  not  be  possible  in  certain  localities.  Over  and  above  the  local  difficulties 
the  total  amount  of  water  available  from  the  two  main  sources  at  Trekeive  Steps  and 
at  Bastreet  is  only  just  sufficient  to  meet  present  demands,  and  I  am  glad  to  know 
that  the  Board  has  been  given  authority  to  proceed  with  a  scheme  to  impound  and 
store  a  large  amount  of  water  by  means  of  a  dam  to  be  constructed  in  a  moorland 
valley  at  Siblyback  to  the  north  of  Liskeard. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  permission  -  so  long  awaited  -  had  been  given  for  a 
start  to  be  made  on  the  scheme  for  sewage  disposal  in  the  Borough  of  Liskeard.  This 
when  completed  will  remove  ti  major  source  of  pollution  of  what  is  otherwise  a 
pleasant  inland  river.  Further  schemes  are  in  hand  or  have  been  completed  in  the 
Liskeard  and  St.  Germans  Rural  Districts,  and  in  the  Liskeard  Rural  District  the 
position  has  now  been  reached  where  relatively  small  communities  in  hamlets  are 
being  provided  with  proper  means  of  sewage  disposal  -  a  far  cry  from  the  primitive 
and  thoroughly  unsatisfactory  state  of  sanitation  which  existed  as  recently  as 
10  -  12  years  ago.  At  the  principal,  holiday  resort  in  this  Area  -  Looe  -  the 
unsatisfactory  and  objectionable  method  of  discharging  crude  sewage  into  the  river 
continues,  .and  at  the  tine  of  writing  I  an  not  aware  of  definite  proposals  to 
remedy  this  unpleasant  state  of  affairs.  As  long  ago  as  1949,  soon  alter  my 
appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I  wrote  my  first  adverse  comment  on  the 
arrangements,  or  rather  the  lack  of  then,  for  sewage  disposal  at  Looe.  In  each 
succeeding  annual  report  over  the  past  15  years  I  have  repeated  this  critical 
comment  and  am  sorry  to  have  to  again  do  so  in  19 64.  By  contrast  with  other  parts  of 
the  Health  Area  where  progress  in  providing  modern  methods  of  sewage  disposal  has 
been  proceeding  steadily  the  position  at  Looe  is  becoming  yearly  more  difficult  to 
defend  and  justify. 
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The  disposal  of  household  and  trade  refuse  presents  a  problem  which 
continues  to  grow  from  year  to  year.  Allied  to  an  increase  in  the  volume  of 
refuse  is  the  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  sites  for  disposing  of  it.  Moreover 
the  present  generation  is  apt  to  take  a  more  critical  view  of  disposal  methods 
and  the  day  to  day  management  of  refuse  tips.  I  do  not  quarrel  with  this  attitude 
since  a  badly  sited,  and  inefficiently  managed  tip  can  without  doubt  be  a  source 
of  considerable  nuisance  to  those  living  and  working  in  the  vicinity  of  the  tip. 

If  however,  these  higher  standards  are  to  be  achieved  and  maintained  members  of 
District  Councils,  and  ratepayers  will  have  to  come  around  to  the  realisation 
that  more  money  will  have  to  be  spent  on  this  service,  and  I  an  glad  to  see  that 
most  Councils  when  faced  with  this  problem  have  accepted  the  necessity  for  this. 

In  concluding  this  general  preface  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Members  and 
the  Officers  of  all  six  District  Councils  in  the  No,  7.  Health  Area  for  the 
understanding  and  help  they  have  given  me  during  the  year.

Water  Supply.  Supplies  of  violesome  water  were  avaiable  from  the 
East  Cornwall  'Water  Board  mains  throughout  the  Rural  District  but  in 
certain  localities  there  was  difficulty  in  maintaining  an  adequate 
supply  at  all  times. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  Further  progress  in  the  provision  and 
planning  of  this  amenity  was  made  during  the  year.  The  scheme  for 
Landrake  came  into  operation,  and  improvements  were  made  to 
installations  at  Downderry.  Work  commenced  on  the  provision  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  at  Sheviock  and  to  several  hamlets  in  the 
parish  of  Calstock. 
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Food,  A  reasonably  good  standard  of  hygiene  was  maintained  in 
premises  and  amongst  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food. 

Food  Poisoning,  One  case  of  Salmonella  give  infection  was  notified. 
The  person  involved,  a  middle  aged  female  contracted  the  infection 
whilst  travelling  outside  Cornwall  and  was  in  fact  suffering  from 
gastro-ent eritis  when  she  returned  to  her  home  in  Cornwall,  from 
visits  to  friends  in  London  and  elsewhere.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  patient  had  been  travelling  and  had  taken  meals  in  a  variety  of 
places,  it  was  not  possible  to  establish  the  source  and  vehicle  of 
infection. 

Factories  Act.,  1961,  No  difficulties  in  the  operation  of  this  Act 
were  experienced  during  196*+.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL . 

The  year  has  been  notable  for  the  general  all  round  progress  made 
on  many  of  the  Council fs  schemes  and  several  are  now  well  advanced • 


As  envisaged  in  last  year{s  report,  the  Downderry  renewal  scheme 
was  completed  in  the  early  summer  and  the  Landrake  village  scheme  was 
brought  into  use  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition,  the  other  schemes  in  hand  were  furthered  sufficiently 
for  tenders  to  be  accepted,  and  work  started  on  the  Sheviock  village 
scheme  and  the  schemes  for  the  villages  of  Harrowbarrow ,  Met her ell, 
Chilsworthy  and  Latchley  in  the  parish  of  Calstock.  All  these 
schemes  should  be  completed  and  in  operation  within  the  next  twel/e 

months  , 


It  is  of  note  that  private  enterprise  housing  development  has 
rapidly  followed  the  implementation  of  these  schemes  and,  at  Metherell 
especially,  development  was  so  immediate  and  unexpected  as  to  merit 
a  variation  in  sewer  lines  and  increase  in  the  capacity  of  the  works, 
which  the  Council  quickly  and  wisely  authorised*  Similarly ,  the 
Harrowbarrow  scheme  is  to  be  extended  to  include  the  Rising  Sun  area 
where  private  development  is  also  flourishing*  The  Council  is  to  oe 
commended  on  its  modern  and  realistic  approach  to  such  a  situation  as 
it  indicates  that  it  is  alive  to  take  positive  action  to  meet  the 
circumstances  • 

As  for  the  major  scheme  for  the  St.Annfs  Chapel  area  and  Calstock 
village,  the  proposals  have  been  examined  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry 
and  final  details  will  be  submitted  for  approval  shortly.  The 
Gunnislake  scheme  has  been  delayed  by  the  uncertainty  over  the 
Hawkmoor  development,  but  the  Council  has  now  instructed . the  Engineers 
to  proceed  with  the  preparation  of  the  scheme  on  the  basis  that  -hey 
anticipate  this  development  by  staging  the  work  to  meet  known  and 
probable  future  requirements . 

At  Tideford  village  the  Council  has. agreed  to  the  construction 
of  a  new  outfall  works  to  replace  the  existing  system  which  is 
inadequate  to  meet  the  village  demand.  Planning  permission  has  been 
obtained  for  a  suitable  site  and  negotiations  for  the  acquisition  are 
proceeding  while  the  prepartion  of  the  details  of  the  proposals  are 
in  hand , 


New  works  are  also  envisaged  to  serve  the  hamlet  of  Hatt  where 


the  substantial  amount  of  private  development  contemplated  makes  it 
essential  to  abandon  the  existing  inadequate  works  and  seek  a  much 
more  suitable  outfall  site  well  away  from  any  residential  development* 
Likewise,  St .Dominic  village  sewerage  is  in  need  of  modernisation  and  , 
improvement  and  the  Council  has  agreed  to  do  this  and  also  to  make  _ 
provision  for  the  sewerage  of  the  scattered  area  embracing  Bohethenck, 

Hunters  Oak,  Tamar  View  and  Bur rat on. 


Of  the  existing  outfalls,  some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  at 
Callington  due  to  oil  and  other  petroleum  products  gaining  access  to 
the  sewers  but  remedial  action  taken  appears  to  be  satisfactory .  me 
handling  of  the  sludge  at  the  outfall  works  has  been  eased  by. 
providing  covers  to  the  drying  beds  which  give  protection  against 
inclement  weather  and  permit  the  sludge  to  dry  out  continuously* 
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Difficulty  with  the  standard  of  the  effluent  obtained  has  been 
experienced  at  certain  outfalls  due  primarily  to  the  strong  liquor 
draining  to  the  works  from  farm  premises.  At  St .Mellion  village  this 
problem  was  overcome  by  excluding  the  offending  farm  drainage 
completely  but,  at  Quethiock  village,  the  remedy  is  more  complicated. 
Here,  the  combined  domestic  and  farm  drainage  from  the  Cornwall  County 
Council  small-holding  drains  to  the  outfall  in  combination  and  the 
separation  and  exclusion  of  the  farm  drainage  is  more  difficult .  By 
agreement  with  the  Smallholdings  Committee,  however,  a  scheme  of  works 
is  being  prepared  to  eliminate  the  farm  drainage  and  when  this  is 
done,  a  satisfactory  effluent  is  anticipated. 

All  the  remaining  outfalls  have  been  regularly  serviced  and 
maintained  and  generally  have  functioned  quite  satisfactorily. 

As  reported  last  year,  demand,  has  resulted  in  the  Council  fs 
cesspool  machine  being  in  constant  use  and  it  is  undoubtedly  providing 
a  very  necessary  service  throughout  the  whole  district •  Private  septic 
tanks  are  being  serviced  continuously  and  regular ^routine  attention  is 
given  to  the  numerous  outfall  works  of  the  Council  scattered 
throughout  the  district .  In  this  latter  connection,  It  is  pertinent 
to  note  that  with  the  completion  of  all  new  schemes  now  coming  into 
operation,  the  servicing  and  maintenance  of  all  the  different  types  of 
works  is  going  to  be  of  paramount  importance.  The  employment  of  local 
labour  is  not  always  possible,  or,  for  that  matter  satisfactory  and 
the  time  cannot  be  far  off  when  a  specialist,  trained  and  mobile^ gang 
will  have  to  be  introduced  to  ensure  adequate  and  regular  attention  to 
all  these  several  works. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES . 

The  comments  made  in  the  last  year!s  report  must  again  be 
repeated  for,  despite  all  efforts,  public  conveniences  throughout  the 
district  have  remained  the  targets  of  the  vandals  and  much  wanton 
destruction  has  been  caused.  It  is  exasperating  to  receive  complaints 
about  the  condition  of  conveniences  when  every  effort  is  made  to 
maintain  them  in  a  neat  and  clean  state  only  to  find  all  efforts 
nullified  overnight  by  a  section  of  the  community  who  seem  to. delight 
in  destroying  and  defacing  them  as  fast  as  they  are  put  right.  This 
is  a  most  serious  problem  still  facing  the  Council  and  it  is 
aggravated  by  the  difficulty  of  detecting  offenders.  The  general 
public  must  be  made  to  realise  that  they  also  have  an  obligation  and 
help  stamp  out  this  element  by  wholehearted  co-operation  in  the 
protection  of  their  amenities. 

It  is  economically  impossible  to  employ  full  time  attendants  at 
all  the  conveniences  and  if  the  present  wanton  destruction  is  to  be 
prevented,  the  part  time  closure  of  the  conveniences  will  need  to  be 

considered . 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Following  upon  last  year!s  report,  it  was  most  obvious  that  a 
reappraisal  of  the  refuse  collection  service  was  imminently  necessary, 
and  the  Council  readily  agreed  to  investigations  being  made  into 
vehicle  types  and  capacities  related  to  the  changing  nature  of  present 
**  There  was  no  doubt  but  that  a  compression  type 


day  domestic  refuse 


vehicle  was  necessary  a.nd  as  a  result  of  inspection  visits  and 
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demonstration  runs  the  Council  eventually  agreed  to  purchase  a  o  e-VO  ,e 
and  Drewry  35  cubic  yard  compaction  vehicle  at  a  cost  of  just  over 
£k,000.  It  is  hoped  that  this  vehicle  will  be  delivered  early  in  the 
new  year,  when  the  collection  timetable  will  have  to  be  reviewed. 
Coupled  with  this  innovation  will  be  a.  need  to  consider  disposal 
methods.  It  is  becoming  evident  that  modern  attitudes  demand  and 
expect  continual  improvement  and  this  can  only  be  achieved  by  _ 
mechanisation  on  the  tips.  Manual  labour  is  difficult  to  obtain  ana 
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efficient  disposal  can  only  be  assured  if  materials  and  equipment  are 
available.  It  is  logical  to  anticipate,  therefore,  that  some  form  of 
mobile  earth  moving  machinery  will  need  to  be  introduced  to  ensure 
that  covering  material  can  be  available  to  carry  out  controlled 
tipping  within  the  intent  of  Ministry  recommendations. 

The  Council  is  fully  aware  of  this  problem  and  has  appointed  a 
special  sub-committ ee  to  consider  the  labour  to  be  employed  by  the 
Council  properly  to  maintain  the  several  refuse  disposal  tips  and 
sewage  disposal  works  within  the  rural  district,  the  need  for 
mechanisation  and  the  need  to  offer  a  bonus  or  an  incentive  wages 
scheme  in  order  to  encourage  suitable  workmen  for  duties  with  the 
Council. 

Disposal  problems  confront  not  only  this  Council,  as  the 
neighbouring  urban  district  of  Torpoint  has  been  investigating  the 
possibility  of  creating  a  new  tip  within  the  Ct c Germans  rural  area» 
Quite  rightly  this  suggestion  is  being  resisted  on  the  grounds  that 
the  Millbrook  Millpond  tip  is  available  and  capable  of  receiving  this 
additional  refuse/  Authority  has  been  given  the  urban  council  to  tip 
at  Millbrook  for  a  trial  period  to  ascertain  the  implications  and  it 
is  hoped. that  some  measure  of  agreement  will  be  reached  ultimately  to 
this  end.  There  are  obvious  advantages  to  all  if  this  does 
materialise  but  the  great est  benefit  will  derive  to  Millbrook  itself  by 
the  quicker  reclamation  of  the  Millpond  and  an  earlier  opportunity  to 
provide  ideal  recreational  facilities  . 

Generally  speaking,  the  refuse  collection  service  has  worked 
smoothly  throughout  the  year,  although  there  is  a  need  for  constant 
supervision  of  routes  and  timetables.  This  is  occasioned  by  requests 
for'  collections 'from  ratepayers  living  in  more  isolated  dwellings  and 
who,  in  the  past,  have  been  prepared  and  willing  to  dispose  of  their 
own  refuse/  The  growing  attitude  appears  to  be  a  claim  for  a 
collection  as  of  right,  and  not  necessarily  of  need,  and  irrespective 
of  the  cost  incurred  by  the  additional  mileage  involved.  This  must 
obviously  be  reflected  in  the  increased  cost  of  the  refuse  collection 
service,  which  the  ratepayer  must  accept  as  inevitable,  if  all  demands 

are  met . 

The  seasonal  methods  adopted  to  combat  the  litter  problem  on 
qgLy—foygs  and  elsewhere  were  quite  successful  and  the  holio.aying  public 
co-operated  reasonably  well.  In  conjunction  with  the  Cornwall  County 
Highways  Department  additional  bins  were  provided  at  strategic  points 
along  the  main  traffic  routes  and  these  were  cleared  as  and  when 
necessary,,  The  neat  and  tidy  appearance  of  the  district  was  thus 
maintained  and  there  were  no  instances  of  spoliation  to  report. 


HOUSING  c 

The  Council  has  continued  its  policy  of  providing  accommodation 
for  the  aged  by  completing  the  erection  of  five  two  bedroom  houses  at 
Newport,  Callington,  and  having  under  construction  sixteen  further 
properties  located  at  Antony  (2) ,  Pear  Tree  Row ,  Callington  (2) , 
Landrake  (6)  and  Kingsand  (6)0 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  therefore,  the  Council  had  637  houses  and 
bungalows  in  occupation,  l6  new  dwellings  under  construction  with  a 
further  11  houses  in  ownership  which  are  scheduled  for  replacement 
under  clearance  area  redevelopment  schemes.

Private  enterprise  development  produced  56  new  dwellings  during 
the  year,  (a  65%  increase  on  last  year)  with  a  further  H-1  such 
dwellings  under  construction.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  of 
56  dwellings  provided  privately ,  3  were  of  the  one  oearoom  type , 

15  of  the  two  bedroom,  3?  of  the  three  bedroom  ant.  3  of  the  foal 

bedroom  type . 


addition  ^°.the  actual  new  buildings  provided  within  the 
istrict ,  the  Council  continued  its  assistance  to  house  ownership  by 
advancing  mortgages  on  a  further  35"  properties* 

.  aided  improvement  of  properties  continued  to  increase 

during  the  year  and  13  discretionary  grants  total  value  £b-,550  were 
approved .  2  .  standard  grants  were  approved  during  the  period  and  16 

such  grants  totalling  £1 ,730  were  paid.  Most  owenrs  are  now 
endeavouring  to  improve  their  property  as  soon  as  circumstances  permit  , 
and  there  would  seem  to  be  no. need  for  the  Council  to  declare 
improvement  areas  to  this  end* 

The  normal  responsibilities  of  the  Council  under  the  Housing  Acts 
have  been  met  conscientiously  and  much  useful  progress  has  been 
achieved  *

During  the  year  demolition  orders  were  made  on  10  properties, 
b-  properties  were  demolished,  5  closed  and  5  rendered  fit  following 
formal  action  by  the  Council*  b-1  other  properties  were  considered  and 
action  is  pending* 

Early  in  the  year  the  Council  declared  The  Orchard  (Gunnislake) 
Clearance  Area, '196b-,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  resultant 
Clearance  Order,  if  and  when  confirmed,  will  ena.ble  a  much  needed 
redevelopment  scheme  to  proceed. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the 
throughput  of  young  bovine  animals  the  figure  being  more  than  double 
the  figure  for  the_previous  year  and  in  the  same  period  the  number  of 
pigs  handled  has  risen  threefold*  The  trade  with  the  London  market  in 
lamb  fell  away  by  almost  a  fifth  of  the  figures  for  the  period  1 963 
to  I96H-  but  5  nevertheless  ,  the  total  number  of  animals  killed  and 
carcases  inspected  at  the  slaughterhouses  at  Kelly  Bray 'and  Tideford 
for  the  year  as  set  out  in  the  appended  table  hereunder .  has  increased 
by  1 k.k%.

Routine  supervision  of  the  shops  and.  other  food  premises  in  the 
area  has  ensured  a  satisfactory  year  and  the  standard' of  handling  and 
cleanliness  generally  has  been  commendable., 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  was  brought 
into  force  during  the  year  and  makes  provision  for  the  safety,  health 
and  welfare  of  people  employed  in  these  premises.  All  premises  to 
which  the  Act  applies  have  been  registered  by  the  Council  and  it  now 
becomes  necessary  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  provisions  as  to 
cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation,  lighting, 
sanitary  conveniences,  washing  facilities  etc.  The  necessary  visits 
and  inspections  to  achieve  this  will  add  to  the  ever  increasing  work 
of  the  Department . 

CAMPING  SITES  AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS

As  reported  last  year,  camping  sites  generally  have  been  well 
maintained  and  conducted  and  tourist  campers  have  presented  no  great 
problems.  There  is  a  growing  tendency  among  site  owners  to  seek  an 
increased  ratio  of  permanent  residential  units  which  would  appear  to 
indicate  that  the  general  housing  demand  has  not  yet  been  satisfied. 
Although  this  situation  has  to  be  recognised,  it  must  not  be 
overlooked  that  there  Is  also  a  heavy  seasonal  demand  for  tourist 
accommodation  and  the  County  Council,  as  Planning  Authority,  will  no 
doubt  consider  any  applications  for  residential  use  in  the  light  of 
this  , 


Although,  nationally,  there  appears  to  have  been  a  problem  of  the 
fouling  of  laybys  by  holiday  tourists,  no  complaints  were  received 
within  the  area.  The  two  main  traffic  routes  through  the  district 
pass  through  built  up  centres  at  short  intervals  where  facilities  are 
provided  and  this  no  doubt  reduces  the  risk  of  nuisance. 

In  addition  to  the  established  sites  within  the  district  a  further 
eight  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  individual  moveable 
dwellings „ 

LIFE  SAVING  ON  HOLIDAY  BEACHES. 

The  success  of  the  precautions  taken  by  the  Council  is 
reflected  once  again  in  a  fatality  free  year  , 

As  in  the  past,  life  saving  equipment  has  been  provided 
wherever  possible  and  regular  inspection  and  maintenance  of  all 
apparatus  has  been  ensured. 

The  very  efficient  and  effective  work  of  the  Whitsand  Bay  Life 
Saving  Club  must  be  recorded  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend  the  protection 
along  the  coastline  by  the  co-operation  of  the  Naval  Establishments 
in  the  locality.  The  service  given  by  these  volunteers  is  most 
commendable  and  highly  appreciated  by  all.
